Note: Any medication not approved for use in dogs, for example, human pyrantel pamoate and Safeyuaiu dewoimeis must 
be listed in the Program of Veterinary Care (PVC) and approved by the attending veterinarian. The dosage and directions for 
use must also be listed in the PVC. 

Documentation 
must be maintained for any health related problems that includes the following information; 

- identity of the animal. 

- Descriptions of the illness or injury 

- Dates, details, and results of examinations, tests, and other such procedures. 

- Dates and other details of all treatments, including the name, dose, route, frequency, and duration of treatment with 
drugs or other medications 

- Description of the outcome of the injury or illness following treatment. 
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
